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The West’ 8 Rapid Growth | 


In the onward march of progress all young countries have problems to 
tolve and difficulties to overcome, and Canada is no exception. In fact, be- 
cause of its geographical formation and its northerly latitude some of its 
difficulties and problems are intensified, and if its citizens dwell too greatly 
on these they are apt to become discouraged and pessimistic as to the future. 
And in the case of Canada this is especially true because of the contrast 
afforded by the great self-contained country to the south. Careful study of 
this Dominion’s position, however, leaves room for nothing but encouragement 
and a sound optimism. 

Young couptries naturally lack accumulated wealth to enable them to 
successfully and quickly selve problems in the efficient manner possible to 
old established and wealthy nations. But on the other hand a yoting coun- 
try is not handicapped by long established traditions, customs and vested 
rights and interests. Rather it enjoys the immense advantage of being able 
to introduce new polities, inaugurate reforms, and try out plans altogether 
impossible in older lands. 

In this age, and in this country, people are inclined to be somewhat im- 
patient In the achieving of results, and they jump to the conclusion that Can- 
ada’s progress is too slow. ‘This feeling is engendered, as already noted, by 
the contrast afforded by the United States. But if Canadians would pause 
and take thought for a moment of the position of their country with most of 
the nations of the world, they would realize that Canada’s growth and develop- 


ingly rapid. Furthermore, a review of world conditions will convince them 
that this Dominion is just beginning to strike its gait and is on the eve of} 
tremendous growth. 

Canadians who may be inclined to pessimistic views will be well advised | 
to consider a few facts and. conditions having a direct bearing on their coun- 
try’s future. Space will only ddmit of the presentation of a few salient ones. 

During the past one hundred years the United States has shown pheno- 
menal growth. With its doors wide open to the whole world, people poured | 
in by the millions, its vaeant lands were occupied, its natural resources de. 
veloped, and its industrial and financial fabric built up. Now, with a popu- 
lation of over one hundred millions, with its lands occupied, its urban popula- 
tion of food consumers far out-numbering its rural population of food pro- 
ducers, it is closing its doors to newcomers because ofa realization of the 
fact that the day is fast approaching when it will no longer be a self-contained 
nation, but will be obliged to become a food importing country in order to 
sustain its present population and provide for its natural increase. Within 
recent weeks no less an authority than President Coolidge has sounded a note 
of warning and urged preparation for that time within the life of men now 
living when, instead of exporting foodstuffs, the Wnited States will be forced 
to import them. It has even been predicted that the United States will be 
forced to ad6pt the policy of insisting upon receiving foodstuffs in exchange 
for any they may export. 

The population of the world is increasing more rapidly than is the vol- 
ume of food production. What does this mean to Canada, and especially to 
Western Canada, which is essentially a food producing country? The ques-* 
tion supplies its own answer. Let the possible pessimist note the following 
facts in Canada’s recent development, and then throw away his blue glasses. 

The cultivable area of the three prairie provinces is estimated at 167,000, 
000 acres, of which slightly less than 38,000,000 were under cultivation “in 
1923, or only a little more than one-fifth. The cropped area increased by 
more than one-quarter in the last four years. 

The butter production of Western Canada increased fifty per cent: = 


the past three years, which increase alone was more than doubt the total out- 
put of 1910. In 1923 no less than 77,955,000 pounds were produced. 

Livestock, in spite of handicaps, increased over ten per cent. from 1921 
to 1923. 

Eggs increased from 7,235,299 dozen in 1900 to 78,813,982 dozen in 1923 
They almost doubled in the last three years. 

The production of honey in the West amounted to only 20,182 pounds in 
1900, but in 1923 totalled 3,163,312 pounds. 

Coal mined in Western Canada totalled 7,288,420 tons in 1923, more than 
double that of 1910, and 43 per cent. of the total production of Canada. 

Western Canada’s waterpower, as yet barely touched, amounts to over 
four million available horsepower the year round, and about double that 
amount for six months in the year. 

The timber resources of the West are estimated by the Dominion Goy- 
ernment Bureau of Statistics at 27,290,000,000 feet, board measure, 

The railway mileage of these Western Orovinces has more than quadrupled | 
since 1900 and more than doubled since 1910. 

The population df the prairie provinces at the census of 1921 was four 
times what it was at the census of 1901 and nine times what it was in 1891. 
With tlie shutting out of immigration into the United States, Canada is be- 
coming the mecca for the shifting population of the old world. 

The above figures do not indicate a disappointingly slow growth. They 
provide no reason for pessimism. On the contrary, they are the fourfflation 
for and basis of even more rapid growth in view of an increasing world de- 
mand for food at improved prices which Western Canada, better than any 
other country, can supply.

J. C. Mitchell, of Dahinda, Sask., de- 
clared world’s champion Wheat grow- 
er for the third consecutive time at 
the recent Chicago Livestock Show, 
who is now on his way to the Old 
Country on a*demonstration tour. In- 
terviewed at the Canadian Pacific head 
office enroute, he said that prize wheat 
is growing bigger and better each year. 
Exhibits which rank 15th and 20th now 
would have won first prize twelve 
years ago. The secret of bigger grain, 
he said, is in selection of seed. Only 
by picking out the biggest and best is 
the grower able to produce something 
better than other growers. This se- 
lection takes time but is eminently 
worth while. The selected wheat is 
not to be put through a machine, Mr. 
Mitchell said, but is flailed by hand 
or tramped, out by horses. Although 
champion wheat grower, Mr. Mitchell, 
is an advocate of mixed farming.

Trotzky Is Reviled 
By Soviet Leaders 


War Chief Blamed For All Failures 
Of Bolshevik Regime 

Moscow.—Although Trotzky now is 
out of the political arena and far re- 
moved from the bitter party strife of 
in and without the Communist party 
Moscow, attacks upon him from with- 
continue unceasingly.

feed were received and analyzed—the 
former for purity or germination and 
the latter for determination of in- 
gredients—at the five laboratories 
conducted by the Dominion seed 
branch. Of the whole 2,864 samples 
were treated at the laboratory opened 
in Quebec last January, 14,892 at Ot- 
tawa, 8,831 at Toronto, 6,965 at Win- 
nipeg, and 7,739 at Calgary. These 
samples come under the head of 
“tradé,” referring to samples of seed 
esnt in by merchants, farmers and in- 
stitutions? “customs,” referring to 
samples of seéd taken from imported 
shipments by customs officials; “offl- 
cial,” inclrding both seed and feed 
samples taken by inspectors from lots 
which are sold or offered for sale and 
suspected of violating the Seeds Act 
or the Feeding Stuffs Act, on which 
prosecutions. are based. “Feeding 
stuffs,” including all feeds, and in ad- 
dition condiments and tonics sent in

Manitoba Bee Industry 


Excellent Crop of Honey Brings Big 
‘ Returns 

That there had been an increase of 
some 1,800 per cent. in the number of 
beekeepers in Manitoba during . the 
past five years was the statement 
made by Dr.-H. J. Merkeley, at a 
luncheon in Winnipeg, taking as his 
topic the bee industry in the province. 

Formerly Manitoba had been spend 
ing as much as half a million dollars 
annually for the purchase of honey 
from outside the province. Now this 
was not the -case, honey being export- 
ed-instead. This meant that not only 
was the half million dollars saved, but 
outside money was brought into Mani- 
toba. S 

This year’s crop of honey had been 
excellent im the west and north dis- 
tricts of the province, and generally 
where there was sweet clover. One 
of the best returns was rported from 
the St. Joesph’s orphanage at Otter- 
burn, where 21,000 pounds Were taken 
from 108 hives. _ The largest report 
from any individual was that submit- 
ted by a Jittle girl at Carman who got 
300 pounds of honey from two pounds 
of bees purchased last spring.

Reduced Rate On Cattle

“Tam very-hopeful that freight rates 
on cattle from Canada ‘to Great Bri- 
tain will be reducéd before long, so 
that exporters will be enabled to send 
over the light type of steer that is 
greatly in favor on the other,” stated 
Dr. J. H. Grisdale, deputy minister of 
agriculture, during an interyiew in 
Winnipeg. ~ 

‘Mr. Grisdalé said negotiations look- 
ing toward a reduced -rate had been 
carried on in the Old Country for some 
time, and declared that if the rate 
could be cut to $15 per head, it would 
mean a great deal to the cattle trade 
and soon result in the establishment 
of a market for steers ranging from 
200 to 1,000 pounds.

Canadian Farmer Has Advantage 


Is Better Off Than Neighbor to the 
South 

“In spite.of certain real difficultice 
with which he is faced today, the 
Canadian farmer enjoys certain cleai 
advantages over his brother in the 
United States,” stated Hon. Thomas 
A. Low, minister of trade and com 
merce. 

“Canada enjoys an advantage,” con- 
tinued Mr. Low, “in the number? of 
owners of farms. No less than 88 per 
cent. of the U.$.A. farms are occupied 
by tenants, as against only eight per 
cent. in Canada. Ownership gives 
the occupant a more*permanent inter- 
est in the land and community than 
any form of lease. | At present, tliere 
are 711,090 farms ‘in Canada, as com- 
pared with 6,448,348. in the United 
States. The averages farm in the 
United States republic is 148 acres, 
while 198 acres represents the aver- 
age in this country; but the value is 
in reverse »roportion, the Canadian 
holding being valued at $9,263.00. ‘The 
net agricultural production per farm 
in Canada, with 1920 figures as a basis, 
averaged $2,196.00, compared with an 
average of $1,708.00 in the United 
States. On the basis of all farms, 
the average expenditure for labor was 
$185 in this country and $210 on the 
othersside of-the: boundary.”

6,639,000 Acres of Western Canada 
Land As Final Settlement 

Under an agreement between Hon. 
Chas. Stewart, Minister of Interior, 
and the Hudson’s Bay Company, the 
company {ts to receive 6,639,000 acres 
of land in Western Canada in final set- 
Hlement of the terms of purchase en- 
tered into in 1867. 

The land is to be selected from the 
“fertile belt,” which is bounded by 
the Rocky Mountains, the Saskatche- 
wan River, the Lake of the Woods and 
the international boundary. 

The history of the dispute 
back to the time when the 
Government 


dates 
Canadian 
agreed to pay a certain 
sum of money and give other consid- 
erations of land, ete., in order to com- 
pensate the company for the retire- 
ment of ils charter. The agreement 
provided that among other considera- 
tions the.company was to receive one- 
twentieth of the land in the “fertile 
belt” before mentioned. There arose 
a disagreement as to whether Cana- 
dian reserve, ete., should be classed 
in the total of which the company was 
to receive a twentieth part, and the 
negotiations have been proceeding for 
years and years. The company claim- 
ed 7,100,000 acres, but finally agreed 
to accept 6,639,000 acres as final set- 
tlement of the terms of the 1867 agree- 
ment,

Success With Alfalfa 


By James D. McGregor, Glencarnock 
Stock Farms, Brandon, Manitoba 


Part 5—(Continued) 


While alfalfa is one of the oldest 
known agricultural plants it is appar- 
ently just beginning to be recognized 
and its true value appreciated in West- 
ern Canada. 

In my opinion the secret in growing 
alfalfa is largely due to the genuine 
Grimm seed being used, preferably 
produced as near where you are going 
to sow it as you can possibly get it. 

Baltic is simply another name for 
Grimm and is exactly the same strain 
and comes from the same parent 
stock. 

Alfalfa, either hay or green, as feed 
for all kinds of farm animals, is the 
most highly nutritious and palatable 
forage crop that can be grown. It is 
particularly valuable as a. feed for 
dairy cows. When properly cured, 
it has more nearly the effect of good 
June pasturé than-any other feed. It 
is a well known fact that wheat bran 
is worth only slightly more than al- 
falfa hay, and when the palatableness 
of the hay is taken into consideration, 
this difference -also disappears. The 
dairyman feeding bran with the ordin- 
ary roughages such as prairie hay, 
; timothy, or corn fodder, could well 
|afford to exchange one-half his bran 
for an equal number of pounds of good 
alfalfa hay. Alfalfa hay, corn silage 
and a small amount of ground oats, 
make an ideal dairy ration. 

For fattening beef cattle, alfalfa has 
no equal as a roughage. It is gener- 
ally figured that it will require 1,000 
pounds of grain to produce 100 pounds 
of beef on mature cattle, with the or- 
dimary roughages such as prairie hay 
or corn fodder. When good alfalfa 
hay is fed with the corn, the amount 
of grain required will be reduced near- 
ly one-half. This fact holds true with 
the feeding of all classes of livéstock. 
The alfalfa balances the ration to such 
an extent that less other feed is re- 
quired to make a given gain. This is 
particularly true with young stock,

It has been demonstrated that an 
acre of alfalfa will produce 776 pounds 
of pork during a season. This cal- 
culation was made by deducting the 
probable gain due to a small amount of 
grain which was fed while the hogs 
were on pasture. It is possible to 
winter mature hogs on good alfalfa hay 
and only a very small amount of grain; 
Alfalfa pasture is the very first 
green thing on the farm in the spring, 
pres remains green all summer. Every 
farm in Western’ Canada should be 
| cquipped so as to keep six or eight 
brood sows. Pigs farrowed in March 
or April are ready to use the alfalfa 
pasture as soon as it is large enough. 


By June 15, hulless barley is ripe and! 


ready for the pigs to be turned into it, 
ang will hold them until the corn is 
ready. By Avgust 15 the pigs are 
just the right size to turn into a fleld 
of early Flint corn, which they con- 
vert into ham and bacon at the least 
possible expense. 

Alfalfa, both green and as hay, is 
also fed to horses. When beginning 
to feed alfalfa, care sheuld be taken 
ij that horses do not get more of it than 
lis good for them, as it is so much 
richer than other hays. Alfalfa hay 
alone is too rich a feed for horses, 
There should always be: some grain 
or roughages, such as oats, corn fod- 
der or prairie hay, fed with it. When 
fed exclusively, it is likely to produce 
coarseness, especially in colts. 

| The value of alfalfa for sheep is at- 


“itested by the fact that) the irrigated 


regions of Alberta are full of sheep 
feeding quarters, where large flocks 
are fattened each winter on alfalfa 
hay and grain. 

Alfalfa is a great poultry feed, either 
eaten green from the fields in the 
summer time, or chopped and fed "in 
the winter. Chopped hay or meal 
mixed with a small amount of grain, 
put in a barrel or tub, and hot water 
poured over it and allowed to steam 
for a few hours, will be eaten as 
greedily as green feed in the summer 
time. 

After growing alfalfa ourselves con- 
tinually for the past fifteen years, as 
part of our Glencarnock farming opgy- 
ations, we can say conclusively that 
we have found it to be one of the most 
valuable feed crops we.can produce on 
our farms and we are increasing our 
acreage of alfalfa each year.
